4 DON’T PASTURE CORNSTALKS. 


"As death from cornstalk dis­ 
ease is generally sudden and 
there is little opportunity for 
treatment," says a government 
publication, "animals should not 
be turned into a field with stand­ 
ing stalks.” 
There are good reasons aside 
from loss by this mysterious dis­ 
ease why the stalks should not 
lie fed off in the field, and for 
this reason, if for no other, we 
join In the advice. The feeding 
of standing stalks is usually safe, / 
4 hut every man who practices it <$> 
runs the risk of finding dead iii 
his yards valuable rattle which 
were ready to help in making 
profits the day lahore 
Nobody seems to know Just 
what there is which occasionally 
gets into a field of stalks that is 
deadly poison to cattle. But we 
do know that lf the stalks are 
cut at the proiH'r time for mak­ 
ing fodder, cured and removed 
from (he field the danger is 
avoided. 
Stalks fed in the barnyard are 
safe and better than stalks fed In 
the field because they are clit 
w’hen all the feeding valse is in 
them, or should be. Stalks shred­ 
ded and fed in the barn or yard 
are l>etter yet because the stalks 
themselves will be eaten. Stalks 
made into silage at the proper 
time are better still, been use they 
will not deteriorate on the ap­ 
proach of spring. They are Juicy 
and palatable to the stock aud 
will he eaten up clean.

In these days of silos, rather 
low priced shredders and cutters t 
and efficient engines, every man 
. 
should try to avoid both waste * 
and cornstalk disease by feeding *■ 
Ills corn in the most efficient

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THE CABBAGE WORM.

Immediate Danger. 
Because of the action of the Her 
man government Iii prohibiting the ex 
portatlon of concentrated .potash salt* 
rcjiorts have been made indenting that 
farmers were becoming alarmed eve: 
the consequences of a possible rest fie 
Hon in the supply of commercial for 
ti I Users. 
M anufacturing chemists say, 
however, that there is no danger of b 
failure of a reasonable crop produc­ 
tion on this account. 
One of these chemists has given iii* 
views as follows: 
Po ta* Ii is one of the three element* 
most essential to plant growth. 
Prue 
tlcally all soils suitable for farming 
contain potash in available and also in 
unavailable form. 
As plant life takes 
I *ot ti sh only to the extent of its needs. 
if there is any excess In the soil ii 
will remain until used, sis potash does 
not leach *uit of the ground. 
Form 
palely many farmer* have Ir-cii using 
l*o tush 
in 
increased 
amounts 
each 
year, so th a t the soil is better sup 
plied with available potash than was 
the case a few years ago, aud there 
probably rem ains in the soil a supply 
which has not been assimilated. 
The problem of the individual farm 
er is to conserve his [lotash, which 
c m be done iii the following way: 
Green m anuring or turning under it 
cover crop. dressing heavily with barn 
yard manure, balancing chicken ma 
nure with nitrate of soda and acid 
phosphate, saving wood ashes to mix 
with nitrate of soda and acid pbos 
[•hate and rendering inert still |*t*taslt 
available. 
Nitrate of soda will ^o more thai* 
uu^’ other agent to render soil potash 
agitable. 
Tho potash that can Im- 
made available in the still is usually 
in Hie form of hydrated silicate of 
potash and alumina. 
The nitrogen in 
nitrate of soda. having boon nssimilat 
•si by tile plants, loaves a residue of 
soda which acts on tin* hydrated sill 
cute of [iotasIi and alumina anti rcn 
tiers th** potash available. 
As the am ount of potash which cai 
!*e made available in any still is quit* 
limited, the process of freeing it i* 
only a tem[*orary measure to meet an 
emergency, and It must eventually Is 
replaced. 
Every KIO pounds of nitrate 
of soda will split oft fifty to flfty-tlvo 
pounds of actual potash and assure 
successful c ro p s 'for a time where ic* 
additional [sitash is u set I. 


Useful Device For Garage. 
A simple device for gauging the head
